GIACOMO PUCCINI, COMPOSER OF “LA BOHEME” 

Giacomo Puccini was the chief figure in Italian opera during the late 
19th century. Inheriting the operatic mantle from his compatriot, Verdi, 
Puccini's great and unique talent lay in portraying the joys and sorrows of 
everyday people. His musical trademark, stamped with the incomparable 
Puccini poignancy, is characterized by an intense and melting quality of 
the melodic line. 


Puccini's rise to fame began with his third opera, "Manon Lescaut" but 
his world renown rests on three of the most popular works in all opera lit¬ 
erature — "La Boheme" (1896), "Tosca" (1900) and “Madame Butterfly" 
(1904). 


Of particular interest is the fact that he was commissioned to write an 
opera for the Metropolitan. For this he chose an American setting as de¬ 
picted in David Belasco's “Girl of the Golden West". Produced in 1910 
it turned out to be one of the most exciting premieres ever held at the 
“Met", with Puccini, himself, present for the ovation. 

“La Boheme" Premiered in 1896 

“La Boheme" received its premiere in Turin in 1896. That same year 
it was also heard in both Rome and Palermo and it was after the Palermo 
performance that “La Boheme" was heralded as a triumph in operatic lit¬ 
erature for at that presentation there was such an ovation that the entire 
death scene had to be repeated. From then on “La Boheme" became one 
of the world's most popular operas with presentations on virtually all the 
opera stages of the world.

There will be a short intermission between Acts I and II and acts III and 
IV, and a regular one between acts II and III. 
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THE STORY OF "LA BOHEME" 

Act. I. A garret in the Latin Quarter of Paris. Christmas Eve 
in the 1830’s. 

Rodolfo's cold and meager attic serves as a regular meeting place for 
the four Bohemians — Marcello, the "great" painter; Colline, the "great" 
philosopher; Schaunard, the "great" musician; and Rodolfo, himself, the 
"great" poet. Unfortunately, self-styled "greatness" has not brought worldly 
wealth, and this Christmas Eve things are worse than usual. While Colline 
is out trying to pawn a few books, and Schaunard is looking for a wealthy 
patron, Rodolfo and Marcello do their best to find inspiration in the empty 
fireplace and the frosted rooftops. 

But this sad story is only one part of the Bohemian life. Something al¬ 
ways "turns up" and this time it is Schaunard who has been lucky. A rich 
and eccentric Englishman has hired him to get rid of a neighbor's parrot 
which has been annoying him. Schaunard's instructions are to play scales 
incessantly on an old piano until the unfortunate bird drops dead of sheer 
irritation. All sense of indignity which this commission might have aroused 
is put aside in favor of the financial gain involved, for even after bribing 
a servant girl to poison the bird, there is still enough left for Schaunard to 
bring home a sizeable box of Christmas fare. 


"Gentlemen," however, do not dine at home on Christmas Eve! As the 
friends are about to leave for the bright lights of the "Cafe Momus", the 
landlord drops in for the rent. His attention is easily diverted by wine and 
conviviality until he indulges, in confidence, a minor social indiscretion,

Boris Goldoysky 


To millions Boris Goldovsky has become 
grand opera's most articulate spokesman, 
his quaintly accented "Good afternoon 
ladies and gentlemen," is the eagerly 
awaited opener to the witty and inform¬ 
ative "Opera News of the Air." 

Mr. Goldovsky was bom in Moscow. Dur¬ 
ing the Russian revolution of 1917, the fam¬ 
ily escaped to Germany. The young Boris 
studied piano in Berlin with Artur Schnabel 
and made his debut at the age of 13 with 
the Berlin Philharmonic. Next he studied 
composition and conducting with such mas¬ 
ters as Weiner and Dohnanyi, and in 
France at the Sorbonne. Coming to the Un¬ 
ited States in 1930, he enrolled as a conduc¬ 
ting student of Fritz Reiner at the Curtis

Institute of Music in Philadelphia. From 1933 to 1934 he served as Reiner's 
assistant and later held the post of assistant to Artur Rodzinski. After that; 
he became head of the Opera Department of the Cleveland Institute of Music 
and later moved to Boston to teach at the New England Conservatory and 
Longy School of Music. He became interested in grand opera during that 
period and it has been his major concern ever since. 

Operatic Factory at Home 

In his Brookline home, Mr. Goldovsky has assembled what he refers to 
as a "factory of operatic backgrounds" — one of the largest and most com¬ 
prehensive operatic libraries in the world, its more than 10,000 volumes

Act. III. A gate to the city of Paris. Early morning, the follow¬ 
ing February. 

Shivering and wracked by coughing, Mimi waits for Marcello outside 
the tavern where he and Musetta have found lodging and employment. 
Mimi complains bitterly of Rodolfo's unwarranted jealousy and asks Marcello 
to help them arrange a separation. After Rodolfo enters, Mimi overhears 
her lover's admission that he wants to leave her because, with his limited 
resources, he cannot provide her with the proper care which her mortal ill¬ 
ness requires. Without him, she might perhaps find a rich lover who would 
look after her. When Mimi's coughing reveals her presence, Rodolfo is hor¬ 
rified that she should have overheard. In a tender duet the lovers agree to 
part, but not until spring has chased the snows away. Musetta's flirtatious 
laughter excites Marcello's jealousy and soon the two couples join in the 
renowned quartet with which the act draws to its brilliant conclusion.

Act. IV. In Rodolfo’s garret. June of the same year. 

Having separated from their sweethearts, Rodolfo and Marcello attempt 
to hide their loneliness from each other. The arrival of Schaunard and Col- 
line, bringing a few pitiful provisions leads to a mock banquet with cabaret 
and dancing. The revelry is interrupted by the sudden appearance of Mus- 
etta. She has brought Mimi to breathe her last among her Bohemian friends. 
As she settles down once more in the familiar surroundings, Mimi's strength 
returns. All except Rodolfo realize that the end is near, and each in turn 
goes out to pawn some remaining possession to make her last moments more 
bearable. Left alone, the lovers re-live their first meeting and their happy 
days together. The friends return, and are cautioned by Rodolfo that Mimi 
is resting. Musetta prepares a soothing medicine and anxiously recalls 
the prayers she learned in her youth, but it is all in vain. Mimi's life has 
slipped softly away.
